Llcutenant-Goneral Sir Arch- 
ibald Nye, High Commissioner 
for the U.K. In Canada, will re- 
ceive tbo degree of Doctor of 
Laws, honoris causn. II» will bo 
presented for bis degree by Dean 
H. N. Fleldhoiise. Nye, born In 
Dublin, enlisted In the ranks dur- 
ing the first World War; he re- 
ceived his commission In 191 H and 
became lieutenant-general In 
1041. He held the position of vlce- 
ehlef of the Imperial General 
Sinff, 1341-45, and was governor 
of Madras In 1045; ho was named 
High Commissioner In 1951. 

He Is R Grand Commander or 
the Star of India, Grand Com- 
mander or St. Michael and St. 
George, Grand Commander of the 
Ordor of the Indian Empire, 
Knight Commander of tho Hath, 
Knight of the British Empire; bo 
also holds tbo Military Cross. 

Charles E, Fraser, presontod by 
Dean It. K. Jamleson. will recelvo 
an Honorary D. Se. Fraser grad- 
uated from Civil Knglneerlng In 
1S99; ho Is chairman of tho Hoard 
of Directors of the Frascr-Ilrace 
Companies.

Mr. McDongall, Director of the 
McGill Placement Service, an- 
nounced thnt the domnnd for col- 
logo grnduntes for permanent po- 
sitions Is as great this year, If 
not greater than last yenr. He 
nlso stnted that contrnry to pub- 
lic opinion, (he placement of Arts- 
men presents no problem. Out or 
tho 83 boys graduating, only IS 
hnvo applied to tho Placement 
Service, and they are easily plac- 
ed In the rinanclnl world or hanks, 
trust nnd Insurance companies. 

It has been found, however, 
thnt women arts graduates aro 
far less In demand thnn men. Few 
apply to tho Placement Service, 
and the ndvlco given to those 
women is to tako a business 
couse as a means ot getting into 
cotnpnnlos. The most popular oc- 
cupations chosen by women are 
In thn fields of personnel work 
and advertising, both of which 
ask for very few students rrom 
the Placement Service. 

Applications wero considered 
as early ns January when 105 in 
torvlewlng company visits were 
conducted. Tho greatest demand 
was for Engineering graduates 
who, with only a few exceptions, 
were all placed. Sclenco and Conv 
merce students wore next In de 
mand, with over 80% of those 
grnduates applying to the Place- 
ment Service.

Quebec's Provincial Government 
last week gavo McGill University 
$1,500,000 in grants — one f 7 ."> 0 
000 cheque for onch of thn last 
and i lie current ncndemlc yoarH. 

The crnnts pull McGill out ot 
» despernio economic plinntlon: 
the 1951-52 budget was balnnced 
only with the aid of Federal Gov- 
ernment grants given in imple- 
mentation or the Massoy Commis- 
sion Report. When Quebec re- 
moved this source or aid rrom 
the universities in this province, 
it resulted in a $43S,000 dericit 
ror 1952-53. This year tho derio.lt, 
predicted Inst rail by Principal 
and Vlce-Chanccllor F. Cyril Ja- 
mes at "$450.000 or more" wbb 
•well over $700,000 In the budget 
approved at the Tuesday. May 11. 
meeting of tho Board of Govern- 
ors. 

In a statement released to the 
press on Thursday, Chancellor 
U.C. Gardner and Dr. Jumes said: 

"The expenditure*, in spile ol 
rigid economy, exceed the income 
that was yesterday in slglil i»>; 
$727,000. 

"This simple statement of fact 
i« iadlrnllon of the deep feeling "f 



appreciation, shnred by every 
member of McGill, which hns been 
evoked by the notion of the Prime 
Minister In sending to the uni- 
versity this morning $1,500,000— 
two $750.000 grants. 

"These generous grants from 
the Provincial Government, each 
of which Is larger than the $625,- 
000 a year which would hnve been 
McGIU'b arithmetical share ot the 
funds appropriated by the Govern- 
ment of Canada, amply cover the 
operating deficit which tho uni- 
versity has had to Incur during 
the past two years, and although 
Mr. Duplessls points out In his 
letter that he cannot make any 
definite promise regarding the 
1954-55 session, the prospect of 
a slmilnr grant which would en- 
able us to bain 1 1 ■ our operating 
budget during the comlug year 
has Inspired every member of the 
university with new hope uud en- 
thusiasm." 

Grunts lo universities were fly- 
ing thick uud fast uround the 
province last week. The sume day 
that the McGill grants were an- 
nounced. I.aval University In Que- 
bec, roreived $1,000,000 In two 



$500,000 cheques, ono for each of 
tho Inst two academic, years, and 
tho next day tho University of 
Montreal received $1,200.000. All 
this Is in addition lo $2,000,000 
for the construction ot n much- 
needed medical school nt Laval. 



In total, then, provincial grants 
to higher education In this prov- 
ince nmount to $5,700,000 in vir- 
tually one lump Rum.

history, the McGill grants are the 
largest this university has «ver 
received from any government in 
any one year tor normal operat- 
ing expenses.

"They are eloquent evidence ot 
the deep interest ot Mr. Duplessls 
in all that concerns the educat- 
ional progress of the province end 
of his desire to accelerate the 
training of men and women who 
In tho years to come will be qua- 
lified to develop the great re- 
sources ot this province wisely In 
the best interests of nil its people. 

"To this sincere expression of 
our warmest thanks, McGill adds 
the expression of Its determina- 
tion to contribute nil that lies

A student graduating from university 
In such a country as Canada and at such 
a time as the present is in a different posi- 
tion than that of a student graduating from 
university in, say, the middle ages, or in a 
country not closely related to the wetscrn 
bloc. • 

In times gone by, students, graduates 
and professors held between them a virtual 
monopoly on learning; knowledge, for and 
as such, was largely in their hands. More 
recently people have been going to univer- 
sity not so much to learn as to learn to 
do; with the technological advance of soc- 
iety and the resulting establishment of our 
economy on the basis that we must con- 
sume and hence produce more things than- 
we need, universities have given over large 
parts of themselves to the achievement of 
this end. "College Education" has become 
a standard part of our society, available 
to the many rather than to the few. A mark 
of a man's success is his ability to "send 
his children through college", presumably 
that they may be better prepared to seek 
financial gain in later life. 

While universities have had to spread 
themselves beyond the pure arts and scien- 
ces in order to make themselves "valuable 
to the community" as judged by prevailing 
economic standards, they have not lost 

their original function.

No matter in what faculty a student 

enrols, he is exposed during his college life 
to a certain type of intellectual environ- 
ment; if it is only the welter of opposing 
views among his fellow students, it is still 
bound to make him increasingly curious 
about the world at large. Something about 
a university is not conducive to narrow 
thinking. The average graduate here, 
whether in a "pure" or "applied" field, can 
probably call himself educated in the prop- 
er sense of the word. At the very least, he 
should be provided with the impetus to fur- 
ther his education; a doctor or an engineer 
cannot be perfect if he lacks knowledge of 
the science on which his art rests. 

There are parts of the world where 
higher education is far more restricted 
than it is in Canada, and where possession 
of a degree marks a considerably higher 
level of achievement than it does in Can- 



ada. In fact, there are some countries, many 
of them in the middle east, where students 
as a group wield political power — or, more 
accurately, they are used as tools by na- 
tionalist rabble-rousers. It is distressing 
indeed to hear of students rioting in the 
streets for ridiculous demands — e.g., guar- 
anteed government jobs for all high school 
graduates in one such country — that can 
only be indicative of a type of pig-headed- 
ness demonstrated at McGill by a small 
group of communists. 

A university is intended to produce 
open minds; but since it also produces peo- 
ple skilled at a number of occupations vital 
to the function of society, it is convenient 
for people who wish to either destroy or 
control that soicoty to close the minds of 
the students so that they will operate in a 
direction useful to these peoples' purposes. 

One of the best ways to do this is to 
have pressure put on students by society. 
The masses are far more easily convinced 
than students; if the masses among which 
the students have to live as graduates can 
be made hostile to certain types of thought, 
then these graduates can be brought to 
heel. 

We do not have that sort of thing here 
— yet. They have it in any country where 
communists can exploit nationalism for 
their own gains. Their attempt has failed 
miserably here; Canadians are not going 
to fall for any story that we are being 
"sold down the river" to the U.S. 

Communism hasn't a hope of producing 
its type of conformity here. What we have 
to fight is the other kind — the fascist 
kind, represented by a nest of Republicans 
in the United tSates, by a nest of politic- 
ians here who shall remain nameless, and, 
we are told by recent newspaper stories, 
by a less publicized group in England. 

This group is not as powerful as many 
scare-mongers make out, any more than 
the communists are as powerful here as 
the McCarthyites make out — but they, 
not the communists, constitute the real 
"danger from within." The communist 
danger is without. 

They are trying for the student mind. 
Let you, the graduates, not succumb — do 
not let us, the undergraduates, down.

A College In Distress

The magnitude of McGill's financial 
plight early last week was startling. With- 
in the past two years the university has 
lost well over $1,100,000, over $700,000 of 
this being the deficit for the current fiscal 
year. 

Students may often think that Old 
McGill just keeps rolling along, but a brutal 
look at the figures shows that Old McGill 
would have run up against a mighty high 
dam before very long. University budgeting 
has been careful in the extreme, but a defi- 
cit could not have been avoided if McGill 
was to retain its usefulness. 

As we see it, if government money were 
not forthcoming, there could only be two 
ways out : one, a fee raise of about $150; 
the other, an appeal to private industry. 
The first is not calculated to increase Mc- 
Gill's usefulness — it would only drive stu- 
dents to the Subway City. The second is 
preferable, but still a very painful last re- 
sort, and one that could only save us tem- 
porarily. 

The Massey Commission's report on the 
state of arts and letters in Canada recom- 
mended federal government aid to universi- 
ties as essential for betterment of same; 
Ottawa soon followed up the report with 
action and arranged a scheme which was 
imperfect only in that the amount of aid 
was based on some obscure mathematical 
consideration rather than on what the uni- 
versity needed. 

With this aid McGill balanced her 1951- 
52 budget. 

But there was one other interesting 
point to Ottawa's aid bill: it was left not. 
up to the universities to accept the grants 
or not as they chose, but to the provincial 
governments to decide for the universities 
of each province. 

This move was a bow to the voter of 
Quebec, without whom the Liberal party 
would not have such a soft time up in 
parliament. It left Ottawa free from the 
possibility of attack on grounds that it was 
interfering with education in Quebec. 

It is a fundamental part of the National 



Union platform that education is purely a 
matter of provincial concern; Canada's 
constitutional set-up holds no objection to 
this view. 

Premier Duplessis cut off federal aid to 
Quebec's universities two years ago. There 
was quite a bit of alarm at this; but Du- 
plessis has never been one to ignore higher 
education in this province. His government 
has a distinctly better-than-average record 
for financial aid to education. When he pro- 
mised Quebec's universities even more mo- 
ney than provided by the federal grants, 
concern was not so much for whether he 
would keep his promise as for whether he 
could keep it. 

Then came J he provincial income tax — 
$22,000,000 a year, a considerable chunk of 
it for universities, hospitals, and other es- 
sential but non-profit making institutions. 
Hopes rose; and the hopes were not un- 
founded. Last week immensely generous 
grants to education amounting to nearly 
$(5,000,000 were announced. McGill bene- 
fited enormously; her deficit is covered. 

We join in thanking the premier for 
pulling us — and our sister universities in 
Quebec— out of a tight spot. 

We thank also the people — or rather, 
the taxpayers— of Quebec. Knowing that 
the money was going for a good purpose, 
they seem to have accepted the new tax 
with commendable quietness. 

Since university grants come from the 
people anyway, the haggle over whether 
they come to us through Ottawa or through 
Quebec seems singularly pointless. We do 
not approve of the principles of provincial 
autonomy, but since most of the people of 
Quebec do, and since Premier Duplessis is 
evidently distributing his grants without 
political discrimination, we shall not allow 
political differences to dim our thanks. »Ve 
shall continue to thank Mr. Duplessis as 
long as he continues to show his notable 
interest in the future of education in Que- 
bec.

University." It numbers among 
its ranks 8,700 of 24,000 know 
living McGill graduates and 
former students.

Reunions mark milestones in 
any graduates' life; bring former 
students back to familiar campus 
surroundings for fifth, tenth, and 
subsequent anniversaries of grad 
uation. Many reunions are staged 
on the weekend of football 
"home" games. The key unit of 
reunion organization is the 
clnss' and groups such as 
"Science '04", "Medicine '23" and 
'Law '35" are kept "in touch" by 
newsletters and McGILL NEWS 
personal columns and reassemble 
at five-year Intervals for reunion 
festivities. Professional faculties 
often choose to plan reunions to 
coincide with major conferences 
and conventions. 

Reunions are organized by 
elected class officers, in cooper 
atlon with the University street 
Executive Offices of the Society.

boasta a lengthy record of ser- 
vice to the University and the 
campus community.
